eva, and frequcntly mentioned in 
thé old Testament, True, it is 
comtron in India, China, Pastern 
atid Soi thern Europe, as well as 
Egypt and South America, but it 
is not uncommon ajong, our 
séuthe:n borders. , 

The States of T.ouisiznai-and 
California swpport rsuar Leper 
Colonies. and the disease is quite 
often seen along the Mexican 
border. There are probab!:y many 
ufitecognized cases all along our 
sea board. We always think of 
leprosy as an uhclean digease 
ahd it is true that filthy sur- 
rotindings and poor hygienic 
‘conditions are almost necessary 
‘for its spread. 

The comparative freedom of 
the United States from the dis- 
easé is another thing for which 
wé must thank our Boards of 
ae and the United States 
Health: Service.

When people lived busy out- 
door lives with a reasonably 
varied fare-there was little dan- 
ger of: vitamin deficiency. Even 
so, in. sections. where living 

aards were low and where 
ie diet was limited, a great 
Many did suffer from deficiency 


diseases ‘and still do in spite of 


the efforts that schools and so- 
cial agencies are making to edu- 
edte mothers to the importance 
of a well-balanced, vitamin-rich 
diet. 

First we should review the vi- 
tamins—the principal ones—and 
see the common sourees and the 
part they play in building sturdy 
bodies -and sound teeth, and 
bones. Here is a vitamin-alpha- 
bev that will help you remember 
them: 

A is the anti-infective vitamin 
that prevents and cures. winter 
colds and. builds the resistance 
to other common diseases and 
even local infections. 

B is the builder. It stimulates 
the appetite and helps A do its 
work, 

C cures and prevents certain 
unpleasant deficiency diseases 
like scurvy. 

D you might say is the doctor 
and dentist. This vitamin builds 


sound tect and bones, and 
builds resistance to disease. 
There are comething like a 


half-dozen more vitamins that 
play important parts in the nor- 
mal functioning of the body, but 
these are plentiful in most foods 
and you needn't worry about 
them. 

Vitamin D is the one that con- 
cerns us most in the winter time. 
During the summer a plentiful 
supply of vitamin is formed in 
the body by the action of sun- 
light on certain substances in the 
skin. This vitamin cahnot. be 
stored, however. ahd in the win- 
ter it is wise to include in“the 
diet irradiated foods and ccd- 
liver or halibut liver oil: 

“With the exception of vitamin 
D, fruits and vegetables are the 
best .sources of the vitamins, es- 


. pecially those which can be eaten 


raw, since cooking destroys vita- 
min C and vitamin B is water 
soluble and may be lost through 
the liquid in which the vegetable 
is. Cooked.
